It allows us to keep our membership rate unchanged in 
over 20 years, and to keep our auction consignment 
fees one of the lowest in the hobby.

The iconic scene on the back of the fourth edition of the 100 
-yuan Renminbi banknote is Wuzhi Peak of Jinggangshan 
Mountains. Consisting of 11 sub-scenic areas and 76 attrac- 
tions, Jinggangshan Mountains boast more than 460 scenic 
objects and landscapes. Among these, the Wuzhi Peak of 
Jinggangshan Mountains is the symbol and also the main 
peak of Jinggangshan Mountains. 


South China's Hainan Province called Nantianyizhu, which 
means "a pillar standing in the southern part of the sky" 
with the beautiful legend and stunning natural views, at- 
tracts millions of tourists every year.

A Collection of Some Beautiful Cuban Medals 


In this article on A Collection of Some Beauti- 
ful Cuban Medals, your Editor has given a 
rough translation of Spanish, and apologizes | ~ 


i This .925 silver medal has a 76mm diameter 
and weighs 212g. The obverse legend reads: 
MEDALLA CONMEMORATIVA 1950 ANO DEL 
CENTE NARIO DE LA BANDERA DE CUBA; and, 
the reverse legend says: 19 DE MAYO DE 
1850 TOMA DE CARDENAS POR NARCISO LOPEZ. This is a centenary medal celebrating the 100th 
Anniversary of the Cuban Flag. 


Narciso Lopez (November 2, 1797m Caracas — September 1, 18514, 
Havana) was a Venezuela-born adventurer and Spanish Army general, 
best known for his expeditions aimed at liberating Cuba from Spanish 
rule in the 1850s. His troops carried a flag that Lopez had designed, 
which later became the flag of modern Cuba. 


Medallon de Plata, Congresco Panamericano de Ferrocarriles 1948 


: This .900 silver medallion commemorates the Sixth Pan-American Railway 
Congress held March 28-April 7, 1948 at Havana, Cuba. The medallion has 
a 60mm diameter, is 5mm thick, and weighs 104g. 


The Association of the Pan-American Railway Congress is a permanent association 
aimed to promote the development and progress of railways in the American 
Continent. The first congress took place in 1889 with the goal to have an interna- 
tional railway to connect North and South America. This goal would never be 
realized although up to 1933 some progress was made. After World War Il, the 
effort was minimal. Today, railways in South America are nearly non existent. Belize 
has no operational railways, and this is since 1937. Costa Rica has limited narrow 
gauge and freight lines and a tourist railway. All railways were suspended in El 
Salvador in 2005, a passenger line then ran 2007 until it was suspended in 2013. 

There has been no railways in Guatemala since 2007, a most rail bridges were |{'sitan" ter mte Cotes es 
destroyed by bandits, and the cost to repair is too high. Honduras has only a few |paien cite Kak, Devertment of Commerce, ond Albert K. Beatty 
segments of railway for fruit growers use remaining. Nicaragua has no railways 

operational since 2001. There is a line still in use from California to Panama to serve fruit growers and it went under U.S. 
control 1998 and then was privatized in 2000. The political, criminal, and land-surface structures, have made it impossible 
to provide rail service. It’s difficult to maintain highways, let alone the cost of rail, bridges and tunnels.

BIRTH OF JOSE MARTI). 


José Julian Marti Pérez; January 28, 1853 - May 19, 1895) was a Cuban poet, essayist, journalist, translator, professor, 
and publisher, who is considered a national hero and an important figure in Latin American literature. He was very political- 
ly active, and is considered an important revolutionary philosopher and political theorist. Through his writings and political 
activity, he became a symbol of Cuba's bid for independence against Spain in the 19th century, and is referred to as the 
"Apostle of Cuban Independence." From adolescence, he dedicated his life to the promotion of liberty, political independ- 
ence for Cuba, and intellectual independence for all Spanish Americans; his death was used as a cry for Cuban independ- 
ence from Spain by both the Cuban revolutionaries and those Cubans previously reluctant to start a revolt. He was a key 
figure in the planning and execution of the Cuban War of Independence, as well as the designer of the Cuban Revolution- 
ary Party and its ideology. He died in military action during the Battle of Dos Rios on May 19, 1895.

It occupied an area of 3,871) 
meters, of which 45.12 are in front, by Prado, and 89 in the |} 
background. Its architecture, inspired by the Italian Renaissance, 
_|recalls especially the famous Palace of Vendramin - Calergi . 
(1509) by the Architect Pietro Lombarda. The construction of the three-storey building was 
designed by the architect Arturo Amig6, who used the then-new reinforced concrete in its construction, although in its 
luxurious appearance there is a great profusion of marbles.

But the history of this Center begins on April 11, 1880, day in which the dependents of the commerce of Havana met and 
the association with 500 members is constituted. Its founder, a young man of Asturian origin called Félix Garcia, promoted 
the idea of creating this type of organization, driven by the social movement that the colony experienced in the mid- 
nineteenth century. The dependents of the commerce decided to constitute their first organization, with the aim of 
improving their living conditions and protecting themselves mutually in case of accidents or unemployment. On October 
12, the first social Regulation was approved. To fulfill one of its purposes, on August 3, 1881, coinciding with the date of 
the departure of the ships that discovered America, the "La Purisima Concepci6n" Health House was inaugurated, with its 
first pavilion. On December 18 of that same year, the board of directors of the company rented the premises that had 
belonged to the Ateneo de La Habana, located in Prado 85, for two years and founded the "Ateneo del Comercio". The 
Center of Instruction and Charity is inaugurated with the title of "Athenaeum of Commerce". In January of 1882, 153 
associates were enrolled to receive classes in grammar, arithmetic, bookkeeping and English. 


In 1888, they obtained that they were declared with academic validity the titles issued by the "School of Commerce" and 
also get a representation in the "Economic Congress" that met in Barcelona on the occasion of the Universal Exhibition. It 
was not until August 4, 1907, that the new building was inaugurated and it was done with a solemn Mass attended by the 
Bishop of the Diocese of Havana. The conductor of the choir and orchestra was in charge of the Maestro Gaspar Aguero 
and the Ave Maria was performed by the singer Sofia Zorrilla. In the evening a concert was held whose program included a 
varied and select music. 


The new Center had spacious rooms with capacity for its members, which already in December 1907 amounted to 
26,269 people, as recorded in the Annual Report of that year, of the ADCH. In 1915 they had 24,185 associates; in 1918, 
with 37,366; and by 1921 they already reached the figure of 47,250. All the partners enjoyed equal rights and had the 
same duties, with a common fee of two pesos per month, which gave the right to all services. The building had the best 
gym in the capital, a weapons room, a spacious billiard room, a library with more than 3,900 books and a reading room 
with illustrated magazines and techniques from all the nations of Europe and America. This party room had capacity for 
more than 5,000 couples. In addition there were academics in drawing, singing, music, languages, dancing, literature, and 
other disciplines, and the development of cultural activities. In 1922 members trained in their weapons room, the Cuban 
fencers who would participate in the International Competition that took place in the "Atletic Club of New York". Among 
them were Ramon Fonts, Silvio de Cardenas, David Aizcorbe and Eduardo Héctor Alonso who fought in the three weapons: 
foil, sword and saber. In this same place, the Fencing Federation of Cuba was founded in the same year. As for sports 
options, they also had a Boat House or House of sea on the banks of the Almendares River, with several boats available to 
young associates organized in a nautical team. In the history of regattas, rowing and basket-ball, base ball and others, they 
won a number of sports trophies that were displayed in a showcase of the association's presidential hall. 


For the time it was an advanced institution, because in addition to the LOS GRANDES EDIFICIOS DE LA HABANA

body of trained physicians and excellent buildings built with the donations of 
the most affluent merchants. All the associates were vaccinated free of 
charge against smallpox and their relatives had help in case of illness or 
death. This Association grouped the interests of the commercial sector in 
Cuba, from the most humble layers to the highest spheres of economic i. -— 
power.
